The economist gave several 


* reasons lor the continued higher 


unemployment rate tban what the 
country is used to, including the 
fact that more womerrare working 
who take more time between jobs, 


the “bulge” caused by the 
post-war baby boom, increased 
unemployment benefits which 


make it more attractive for many 
people to stay on unemployment 
rolls than find a job and the 
elimination of the draft. 

The worst part about the 
continued unemployment, Covey 
said, is that it provides so much 
ammunition for politicians. 

Covey noted that interest rates 
have been steadily declining since 
1975 and predicted that while 
money won't be a lot cheaper in 
1977, it won't be much higher 
either if someone wants to put off 
a project until the end of the year. 

For the sugar growing members 
of the Rotary, Covey said prices 
for raw sugar have remained 
higher in January than predicted 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, in the face of an 
anticipated 4.2 million ton surplus 
in world production, for four 
reasons. 

He said the surplus was offset 
by reports of sales of large 
quantities of Philippine sugar to 


the USSR and the People's 
Republic of China; the removal of 
Cuba from the world sugar 


market, the loss from the Florida 
freeze last month and an indicated 
7, percent, reduction. in 1977-78 
sugar beet acreage in the United 
States. 

But Covey said those four 
factoFs could: be offset by three 
others which could be bad news 
for local growers. 

He cited the fact that corn 
sweeteners, which claimed only 7 
percent of the U.S. market in 
1960, now make up 19 percent of 
the total sales while sugar has 
slipped from 88 to 76 percent. 

Covey -also pointed out the 
possible normalization of relations 
between Cuba and the United

States? which could throw Cuban 
sugar back onto the market, 
saying this is another unsettling 
point when someone is trying to 
predict sugar prices. 

"I would hope," he said, "that 
the President will not make any 
political concessions to a Commun- 
ist country at the expense of 
Florida farmers." 

After his talk, Covey said still 
another thing  muddying up 
prediction waters is what the 
outcome of U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture Bob Bergland's task 
force on sugar and sweetener 
policy would be and what impact 
the findings may Have. 

Besides affecting the future of 
sugar, Covey said the hard 1977 
winter is also affecting vegetable 
and beef prospects and said prices 
on both could go either way. 

He did say, however, he 
thought it would be some time 
before the price on feeder cattle 
produced in Florida would be on 
the uprise; although the lack of 
feed in the west could act to drive 
the prices up and a decision by a 
lot of farmers to reduce their 
herds at the same time would 
drive the prices down. 

"One thing I'm afraid of,". he 
said in discussing vegetable 
outlooks for the area farmers, "is 
that everyone might replant all 
their acreage at once and we'll 
have a glut on the market." 

Covey reminded the Rotarians 
also that the average housewife is 
relying more on frozen and canned 
vegetables and less ‘on fresh 
vegetables.

interim report made in mid-

the creation of a task force set up 
by the Secretary of Agriculture to 
study sugar and'sweetener policy. 

The task force was set up a 

month ago by Secretary Bob 
to advise how the U.S. 
partment of Agriculture can 
help financially hard-pressed 
sugarcane and sugar beet growers 
and the artificial sweetener 
industry. - 

Robert ©. ‘Stansberry, Jr., of 
the USDA Soil Conservation and 
Stabilization Service was appoint- 
ed to head up the task force. 
Stansberry told The: Belle Glade 
Merald Tuesday he couldn't 
comment.on it but the group has 
delivered its interim report to the 
Secretary on time and will make 
final report on March 1. 

"You know how a bureaucracy 
works," Stansberry said. "They 

‘move in fits and starts but we 
should be able to make the reports 
public in about 30 days." 

George Wedgworth, president 
of the Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative of Florida, Inc. said 
Stansberry, “is very competent 
and highly qualified to put the 
task force together.” 

"We in the industry," Wedg- 
worth went on, "aren't privy to 
what goes on in government and 
that's proper, but we would 
expect that some time in March, 
Secretary Bergland would com- 
ment on what the policy might be. 

“We dont know what that 
(policy might be.” he said. “but we 
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are impressed with the speed he's 


moving on the problem and the | 


»priority he's giving. We're pleased 
so far.” ^ 


U.S. Sugar Corp. President 
John Boy said he had no idea 
which direction the task force's 
recommendations would take but 
there are presumably to-be two 
areas, short range and long range, 
with the long range probably 
taking the form of legislation. 

“I would hope the legislation 
would cover the entire sweetener 
industry," Boy said, "including the 
corn sweeteners. If it covers only 
sugar, it would merely provide àn 
umbrella of protection for the corn 
sweeterers and that wouldn't be 
desirable." 

The task force is expected to 
identify and evaluate options 
available on the domestic and 
international sugat and sweetener 
situation and make recommenda- 
tions for possible administrative 
actions or legislative proposals. 

The price of sugar in the United 
States is now regulated by 
Presidential proclamation in the 
wake of the death of the Sugar 
Act, which expired in-1974. 

Since that time, the domestic 
and world and prices of sugar has 
fluctuated widely, with the 
domestic price skyrocketing to 
64.5 cents a pount for raw sugar 
on Nov. 20, 1974 and dropping to a 
low of 8.9 cents last September. It 
was 11.01 cents a pound as of last 
Friday. 

During that same time, the 
world price dropped to as low as 
7.8 cents a pound and as of 
Friday, it was hovering at 11.5 
cents à pound. 

The purpose of the old Sugar 
Act was to stabilize sugar prices 
and insure domestic growers a 
market as long z -they
